3 I found subsequently on enquiry that the French efforts 
to take a census did not succeed, and that they therefore made 
an investigation of the housing situation and arrived at the 
conclusion that a fair estimate of the Chinese population i 
woulda be double the 1935 figures. 
If therefore we double the 1935 figures for South of 

the Creek and West Hongkew and take the Japanese figures for 
Hongkew and Eastern District we should obtain figures which 
offer the nearest approximation possible in existing circumstances.

THE POPULATION OF THE FRENCH CONCESSION 


Taking the census of 1936 as a basis, the population of the French Concession has 
increased from 478,400 (of whom 23,400 were foreigners) to 1,300,000 (of whom 28,000 are foreigners), 


These figures are only approximetive in view of the iensity of population in 
certain districts and the difficulties of taking a census. They are probably below the actual 
figures, so much so that one may say that the population has trebled.

The statistics also showed 971,397 Chinese 
and 36,471 foreign residents in the International Settlement, 
In the French Concession the number of Chinese residents

to their furnishing, when requested by the Chinese census 
enumerator, information as to nationality, age, sex, occupation, 
Place of residence and total number of persons residing in the 
Premises. The Consular Authorities would also have no objection 
te their nationals residing on Municipal roads furnishing like 
information to the Municipal Authorities of the International 
Settlement when called upon to do so for the purpose of the 
census required by the Chinese Authorities. 

I em given to understand that you will initiate 
negotiations with the Chinese police with a view to having 
them eo-operate with the Shanghai Municipal Police in the 
taking of a census of residents, whether foreign or Chinese, 
en Kunicipal roads, but on the premise that the Shanghai 
Municipal Police will be the active agents in this undertaking.
